by  Order  in  Council  No.  619,  approved  on  the 
26th  of  May,  1934;  Order  in  Council  No. 
1319,  approved  on  the  26th  of  October,  1934; 
and  Order  in  Council  No.  634,  approved  on  the 
26th  of  May,  1936,  be  further  amended  as 
follows : — 

Amend  Regulation  No.  1  by  inserting  before 
the  definition  of  “  brick  ”  the  following  defini¬ 
tion  : — 

“  ‘  Approved  ’  means  approved  or  of  a  stand¬ 
ard  approved  by  the  Fire  Marshal.” 

Further  amend  Regulation  No.  1  by  striking 
out  the  definition  of  “  chimney,”  and  substitut¬ 
ing  the  following: — 

“  ‘  Chimney  ’  means  any  form  of  masonry, 
reinforced-concrete,  or  metal  structure 
designed  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  car¬ 
rying  off  the  volatile  and  gaseous  prod¬ 
ucts  of  combustion  of  any  heating  or 
cooking  appliance.”

“  ‘  Officer  ’  means  the  Fire  Marshal,  or  any 
person  on  the  staff  of  the  Fire  Marshal’s 
office  authorized  by  the  Fire  Marshal  to 
exercise  the  powers  vested  in  an  officer 
under  these  regulations,  or  any  Local 
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Assistant  to  the  Fire  Marshal  consti¬ 
tuted  or  appointed  under  section  6  of 
the  ‘  Fire  Marshal  Act,’  or  any  officer 
appointed  by  a  Municipal  Council  to 
exercise  the  powers  vested  in  an  officer 
under  these  regulations.” 

Repeal  Regulation  No.  3,  and  substitute  the 
following: — 

“  3.  No  person  shall  commence  the  work  of 
construction  of  a  chimney  before  first  obtain¬ 
ing  a  permit  from  an  officer.  A  chimney  per¬ 
mit  may  be  included  in  the  general  building 
permit.” 

Amend  Regulation  No.  4  by  striking  out 
“  Except  as  provided  in  this  regulation,  every  ” 
in  the  first  line,  and  substituting  “  No  person 
shall  construct  a  chimney  in  any  manner  except 
as  provided  in  this  regulation.  Every.”

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  distinct 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

Regulation  1.

(i)  Any  yard,  service-station,  garage, 
scow,  barge,  or  other  premises  used  in 
connection  with  the  retailing  of  any 
product  to  which  this  regulation  applies, 
at  or  from  which  delivery  is  made  to  a 
consumer : 

(ii)  Any  office,  sub-office,  place,  or 
premises,  not  included  in  clause  (i) 
hereof,  used  in  connection  with  the 
retailing  of  such  product,  and  where 
orders  for  such  product  are  accepted  for 
delivery :

2.  This  regulation  applies  to  coal,  coal-coke, 
crude  oil,  gasoline,  diesel-oil,  fuel-oil,  lubricat- 
ing-oil,  and  petroleum-coke. 

3.  Neither  this  regulation  nor  any  regulation 
that  may  hereafter  be  made  by  the  Board  shall 
apply  to  any  person  in  respect  of  the  import¬ 
ing  to  or  the  exporting  from  the  Province  of 
any  product  to  which  this  regulation  applies. 

4.  Every  mine  operator  shall  make  a  separate 
application  to  the  Board  in  respect  of  each 
mine  operated  by  him  for  a  licence  to  engage 
in  the  mining  of  coal  (to  be  known  as  a  “  mine 
operator’s  licence  ”)  by  delivering  to  the  Board 
at  Victoria,  signed  and  completed,  the  form  of 
application  prescribed  in  Form  1  of  Schedule 
A,  and  with  each  application  the  applicant 
shall  remit  the  fee  as  prescribed  in  Schedule  B. 

5.  Every  wholesaler  of  coal  or  coal-coke  shall 
make  a  separate  application  to  the  Board  in 
respect  of  each  wholesale  outlet  operated  by 
him  for  a  licence  to  engage  in  the  wholesaling 
of  coal  or  coal-coke  (to  be  known  as  a  “  whole¬ 
sale  coal-dealer’s  licence  ”)  by  delivering  to  the 
Board  at  Victoria,  signed  and  completed,  the 
form  of  application  prescribed  in  Form  1,  of 
Schedule  A,  and  with  each  application  the  ap¬ 
plicant  shall  remit  the  fee  as  prescribed  in 
Schedule  B. 

6.  Every  retailer  of  coal  or  coal-coke  shall 
make  a  separate  application  to  the  Board  in 
respect  of  each  retail  outlet  operated  by  him 
for  a  licence  to  engage  in  the  retailing  of  coal 
or  coal-coke  (to  be  known  as  a  “  retail  coal- 
dealer’s  licence  ”)  by  delivering  to  the  Board 
at  Victoria,  signed  and  completed,  the  form  of 
application  prescribed  in  Form  1  of  Schedule 
A,  and  with  each  application  the  applicant 
shall  remit  the  fee  as  prescribed  in  Schedule  B. 

7.  Every  refiner  shall  make  a  separate  appli¬ 
cation  to  the  Board  in  respect  of  each  refinery 
operated  by  him  for  a  licence  to  engage  in  the 
refining  of  petroleum  products  (to  be  known 
as  a  “  refiner’s  licence  ”)  by  delivering  to  the 
Board  at  Victoria,  signed  and  completed,  the 
form  of  application  prescribed  in  Form  1  of 
Schedule  A,  and  with  each  application  the 
applicant  shall  remit  the  fee  as  prescribed  in 
Schedule  B. 

8.  Every  wholesaler  of  petroleum  products 
shall  make  a  separate  application  to  the  Board 
in  respect  of  each  wholesale  outlet  operated  by 
him  for  a  licence  to  engage  in  the  wholesaling 
of  petroleum  products  (to  be  known  as  a 
“  petroleum  wholesaler’s  licence  ”)  by  deliver¬ 
ing  to  the  Board  at  Victoria,  signed  and  com¬ 
pleted,  the  form  of  application  prescribed  in 
Form  1  of  Schedule  A.  and  with  each  applica¬ 
tion  the  aonlicant  shall  remit  the  fee  as  pre¬ 
scribed  in  Schedule  B. 

9.  Every  retailer  of  petroleum  products  shall 
make  a  separate  application  to  the  Board  in 
respect  of  each  retail  outlet  operated  by  him 
for  a  licence  to  engage  in  the  retailing  of 
petroleum  products  (to  be  known  as  a  “  petro¬ 
leum  retailer’s  licence  ”)  by  delivering  to  the 


Board  at  Victoria,  signed  and  completed,  the 
form  of  application  prescribed  in  Form  1  of 
Schedule  A,  and  with  each  application  the 
applicant  shall  remit  the  fee  as  prescribed  in 
Schedule  B. 

10.  Where  a  person  is  required  by  this  regu¬ 
lation  to  obtain  more  than  one  licence,  he  shall 
make  a  separate  application  for  each  licence 
required,  and  he  shall  remit  the  prescribed  fee 
with  each  application. 

11.  Licences  issued  by  the  Board  shall  be 
substantially  in  the  form  set  out  in  Form  2  of 
Schedule  A. 

12.  Every  licensee  shall  post  and  keep  posted 
the  licence  issued  by  the  Board  in  a  conspicu¬ 
ous  place  at  the  place  of  business  in  respect  of 
which  the  licence  is  issued,  and  in  the  case  of 
licences  required  for  mobile  equipment  the 
licensee  shall  cause  the  licence  to  be  affixed  and 
kept  affixed  to  such  equipment  in  a  conspicuous 
position. 

13.  (1)  Every  person  required  to  possess  a 
licence  pursuant  to  Regulation  1  of  the  Coal 
and  Petroleum  Control  Board  shall,  on  or  be¬ 
fore  the  31st  day  of  March  in  each  year,  make 
application  to  the  Board  for  such  licence.  The 
fees  to  be  paid  for  such  licence  shall  be  those 
set  out  in  Schedule  B  and  shall  accompany  the 
application  for  licence. 

(2)  The  fee  for  licence  to  commence  business 
granted  pursuant  to  section  6  of  the  “  Coal  and 
Petroleum  Products  Control  Board  Act  ”  shall 
be  the  sum  of  ten  dollars.  The  fee  must  ac¬ 
company  each  application  for  such  licence  and 
shall  be  refundable  if  the  licence  is  not  granted. 

(3)  There  shall  be  no  fee  for  a  licence  to 
commence  business  in  the  retail  distribution 
and  selling  of  naphtha  gasoline  only. 

14.  No  person  shall  continue  in  or  carry  on 
any  class  of  business  for  which  a  licence  is  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Act  or  by  any  regulation  made 
under  the  Act  unless  he  is  a  holder  of  a  licence 
in  respect  thereof. 

15.  No  licensee  shall  buy  from  or  sell  to  any 
person  who  is  required  by  the  Act  or  by  any 
regulation  made  under  the  Act  to  possess  a 
licence,  and  who  is  not  a  holder  of  such  licence, 
any  product  to  which  this  regulation  applies. 

16.  The  Board  may  restrict  any  licence  issued 
under  this  regulation  to  any  one  or  more  of  the 
products  to  which  this  regulation  applies  and 
may  prescribe  special  conditions  to  be  observed 
by  any  licensee. 

Regulation  2. 

A  Regulation  requiring  Licence  Applicants  to 
make  Statutory  Declaration  if  required  by 
Board. 

Every  applicant  or  class  of  applicant  for  a 
licence  under  the  “  Coal  and  Petroleum  Prod¬ 
ucts  Control  Board  Act  ”  shall,  when  applying 
for  a  licence  under  the  Act,  make  a  statutory 
declaration  affirming  the  accuracy  and  correct¬ 
ness  of  statements  made,  if  such  a  statutory 
declaration  is  required  of  any  applicant  or  any 
class  of  applicant  by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Regulation  3. 

A  Regulation  requiring  Monthly  Returns  of 
Gasoline  and  Coal  Sales. 

1.  Every  holder  of  a  petroleum  wholesaler’s 
licence  and  every  holder  of  a  petroleum  re¬ 
tailer’s  licence  shall  make  a  return  of  the  gas¬ 
oline  sold  each  month  at  each  outlet  on  forms 
approved  by  the  Coal  and  Petroleum  Control 
Board. 

2.  Every  holder  of  a  wholesale  coal-dealer’s 
licence  and  every  holder  of  a  retail  coal-dealer’s 
licence  shall  make  a  return  of  the  coal  sold 
every  month  at  each  outlet  on  forms  approved 
by  the  Coal  and  Petroleum  Control  Board. 

3.  These  returns  shall  be  sent  to  the  offices 
of  the  Board  in  Victoria  on  or  before  the 
eighth  day  of  the  month  immediately  succeed¬ 
ing  the  calendar  month  for  which  the  returns 
are  required. 
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Regulation  4. 

Establishing  Gasoline  Prices  and  Grades 
arid  requiring  Grade  Posting. 

1.  In  this  regulation,  “  automobile  ”  includes 
any  motor-vehicle  used  or  operated  on  any 
highway,  and  “motor-vehicle”  and  “highway” 
shall  have  the  meaning  given  thereto  by  the 
“  Motor-vehicle  Act.” 

2.  There  is  hereby  established  within  the 
Province  two  grades  of  gasoline  for  use  in 
automobile-engines — namely,  “  Premium  ”  and 
“  Regular  ” — in  accordance  with  the  standards 
set  out  in  Schedule  C  attached  hereto.  No  per¬ 
son  shall,  within  the  Province,  sell  or  offer  for 
sale  for  use  in  an  automobile-engine  any  gas¬ 
oline  that  is  not  either  “  Premium  ”  or  “  Reg¬ 
ular.” 

3.  The  Province  is  hereby  divided  into  fifteen 
price  zones,  numbered  1  to  15,  inclusive,  and 
the  area  contained  in  each  zone  is  the  area 
described  opposite  the  distinctive  number  of 
such  zone  in  Schedule  D  attached  hereto. 

4.  (1)  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale 
“  Regular  ”  gasoline  to  any  retailer  except  at 
a  price  per  imperial  gallon,  inclusive  of  all 
taxes  and  of  delivery,  service,  and  other  charges, 
of :  —

(2)  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale 
“  Regular  ”  gasoline  at  any  place  within  Zone 
15,  not  mentioned  in  subsection  (1)  of  this  sec¬ 
tion,  to  any  retailer  except  at  the  price  per 
imperial  gallon,  inclusive  of  all  taxes  and  of 
delivery,  service,  and  other  charges,  as  fixed  by 
subsection  (1)  of  this  section  at  the  place  where 
the  wholesale  outlet  supplying  such  retailer  is 
situated,  plus  the  cost  of  delivery  from  that 
wholesale  outlet  to  that  retailer. 

5.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale 
“  Premium  ”  gasoline  to  any  retailer,  in  any 
zone  or  at  any  place  in  the  Province,  except  at 
a  price  two  cents  in  excess  of  the  price  per 
imperial  gallon,  inclusive  of  all  taxes  and  of 
delivery,  service,  and  other  charges,  fixed  under 
the  provisions  of  section  4  of  this  regulation 
for  “  Regular  ”  gasoline  sold  in  such  zone  or  at 
such  place  to  any  retailer. 

6.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  to  any 
person  other  than  a  retailer  any  “  Regular  ”  or 
“  Premium  ”  gasoline,  in  any  zone  or  at  any 
place  in  the  Province,  except  at  the  price  fixed 
under  the  provisions  of  sections  4  and  5  of  this 
regulation  in  respect  of  such  grade  and  of  such 
zone  or  place,  plus  a  charge  for  retailing  of — 

4J4c.  per  imperial  gallon  in  Zones  1  to  5, 
inclusive : 

514  c.  per  imperial  gallon  in  Zones  6  to  15, 
inclusive. 
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7.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  sections 
4,  5,  and  6,  the  prices  fixed  thereunder  may,  on 
account  of  unusual  delivery  costs,  be  increased 
by  the  following  amounts  per  imperial  gallon 
at  the  following  places: — 

14c.  at  Tappen,  Monte  Lake,  Pritchard, 
Lower  Nicola,  and  Nicola. 

lc.  at  Notch  Hill,  Cherry  Creek,  Sorrento, 
Bella  Coola,  Chase,  Squilax,  Solsqua, 
Westwold,  Malakwa,  Quilchena,  Hedley, 
and  Spences  Bridge. 

114c.  at  Walhachin,  Deer  Park,  and  Blind 
Bay. 

2c.  at  Savona,  Marble  Canyon,  Hat  Creek, 
Dot,  and  Aspen  Grove. 

3c.  at  Vermilion  Crossing,  Celista,and  Magna 
Bay. 

8.  Sections  4,  5,  and  6  shall  not  apply  to  the 
sale  of  gasoline  by  licensed  wholesalers  to  com¬ 
mercial  users.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section, 
a  commercial  user  means  a  licensed  wholesaler 
or  a  person  other  than  a  retailer  who  takes 
delivery  in  storage  facilities  on  his  own  prem¬ 
ises  or  in  drums,  or  in  amounts  of  not  less  than 
forty  gallons  at  one  time. 

9.  Wherever  special  provision  is  made  that 
all  or  any  part  of  any  tax  of  the  Dominion  or 
the  Province  otherwise  required  to  be  paid  upon 
gasoline  shall  not  be  collected,  the  prices  speci¬ 
fied  in  this  regulation  shall  be  reduced  by  the 
amount  of  the  tax  not  required  to  be  collected. 

10.  No  person  in  any  zone  shall  sell  or  offer 
for  sale,  for  use  in  any  automobile-engine, 
gasoline  in  any  drum  or  other  container  unless 
such  drum  or  container  has  marked  or  labelled 
thereon,  in  letters  and  figures  easily  legible,  the 
number  of  imperial  gallons  and  the  grade  of 
the  gasoline  contained  therein. 

11.  No  person  in  any  zone  shall  put  into, 
deliver  to,  or  have  in  any  tank  or  container, 
except  in  a  tank-wagon,  any  gasoline  for  the 
purpose  of  selling  or  offering  the  same  for  sale 
to  the  consumer  for  use  in  any  automobile- 
engine,  unless  such  tank  or  container,  or  the 
pump  connected  therewith,  has  posted  or 
painted  thereon,  in  letters  easily  legible,  the 
grade  of  the  gasoline  put  into,  delivered  to,  or 
had  in  such  tank  or  container. 

12.  No  person  in  any  zone  shall  sell  or  offer 
for  sale  gasoline  to  a  consumer  for  use  in  any 
automobile-engine  unless  there  is  posted  or 
painted  on  the  pump,  tank,  or  container  from 
which  the  gasoline  is  so  dispensed,  in  letters 
easily  legible,  the  grade  of  gasoline  contained 
in  such  pump,  tank,  or  container. 

13.  Wherever  it  is  required  in  this  regulation 
that  the  grade  of  gasoline  shall  be  marked, 
labelled,  painted,  or  posted,  the  grade  shall  be 
in  conformity  with  the  standards  set  forth  in 
Schedule  C  attached  hereto,  and  shall  be  known 
by  the  names  prescribed  therein. 

14.  Any  existing  covenant  or  agreement  for 
the  purchase  or  sale  within  the  Province  of 
gasoline  for  use  in  the  Province  shall  be  varied 
so  that  the  price  shall  conform  to  the  price 
fixed  by  this  regulation. 

15.  (1)  No  licensee  shall  conduct  any  lottery 
or  game  of  chance  for  the  purpose  of  promot¬ 
ing  the  sale  of  gasoline. 

(2)  No  licensee  shall  give  without  charge  to 
any  person  and  no  person  shall  accept  from  any 
licensee  any  premiums,  trading-stamps,  coupon- 
books,  oil,  or  other  commodities  or  things  of 
value,  nor  shall  any  licensee  sell  to  any  person 
any  coupon-books  or  any  oil  or  other  commodi¬ 
ties  or  things  of  value  at  a  price  below  the 
recognized  fair  market  price,  applicable  to  the 
method  of  delivery,  of  such  oil  or  other  com¬ 
modities  or  things  of  value,  where  the  giving 
without  charge  or  selling  at  a  reduced  price  is 
contingent  upon  or  designed  to  promote  the 
sale  of  gasoline. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  the  terms  of  any  lease, 
contract,  or  agreement,  a  wholesaler  shall  not, 
either  directly  or  indirectly  or  by  the  means  or 
agency  of  any  other  person,  procure,  enable,  or 
assist  any  retailer  to  purchase  or  continue  to 
purchase  gasoline  and  (or)  lubricants  from 
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such  wholesaler  or  from  any  other  person  by 
giving,  providing,  offering,  or  promising  in  any 
manner  any  money,  equipment,  property,  gift, 
concession,  allowance,  or  other  benefit  of  any 
kind,  including  any  concession  as  regards  the 
price  of  gasoline  and  (or)  lubricants  and  any 
loan  of  money  at  a  rate  of  interest  below  the 
normal  rate  for  a  loan  of  similar  character 
prevailing  in  the  same  area,  or  any  unusual 
credit  terms,  or  gift  of  shares,  or  sale  of  shares 
below  the  market  price.  The  rate  of  interest 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  below  the  normal  rate  if 
it  is  less  than  that  being  earned  on  long-term 
Dominion  Government  bonds  at  the  time  the 
loan  is  made. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  the  terms  of  any  lease, 
contract,  or  agreement,  a  retailer  shall  not, 
either  directly  or  indirectly  or  by  the  means  or 
agency  of  any  other  person,  accept  or  receive 
in  any  manner  from  a  wholesaler  any  money, 
equipment,  property,  gift,  concession,  allow¬ 
ance,  or  other  benefit  of  any  kind,  including 
any  concession  as  regards  the  price  of  gasoline 
and  (or)  lubricants  and  any  loan  of  money  at 
a  rate  of  interest  below  the  normal  rate  for  a 
loan  of  similar  character  prevailing  in  the 
same  area,  or  any  unusual  credit  terms. 

(5)  No  wholesaler  shall  sell  or  supply  to 
a  retailer  equipment  such  as  pumps,  tanks, 
storage-tanks,  air-compressors,  air  standards, 
hoists,  lifts,  grease-guns,  and  greasing  appa¬ 
ratus  used  or  useful  in  connection  with  the 
storage,  sale,  and  dispensing  of  gasoline  and 
(or)  lubricants,  but  this  shall  not  apply  to  or 
include  drums,  highboys,  or  containers. 

(6)  No  wholesaler  shall  lease  property  from 
a  retailer  and  release  it  to  such  retailer. 

(7)  No  wholesaler  shall  purchase  property 
from  a  retailer  and  lease  it  to  such  retailer. 

(8)  No  wholesaler  shall  for  or  on  behalf  of 
a  retailer  make  payment  of  any  taxes,  licence 
fees,  insurance  premiums,  and  service  charges 
or  rates  for  water,  light,  and  power. 

(9)  No  wholesaler  shall  make  any  payment 
to  a  retailer  for  the  display  of  advertising- 
signs. 

(The  following  is  not  to  be  regarded  as 
a  prohibited  concession  or  benefit:  The 
painting  of  that  part  of  a  station  (includ¬ 
ing  equipment)  directly  used  for  the  stor¬ 
age  and  dispensing  of  gasoline  and  (or) 
lubricants,  also  display  signs  used  in  con¬ 
nection  therewith ;  provided  that  such 
painting  is  required  for  preservation  and 
adequate  display.  Outbuildings,  cabins, 
and  other  structures  may  not  be  painted 
at  the  wholesaler’s  expense  in  whole  or 
in  part.) 

(10)  Notwithstanding  the  terms  of  any  con¬ 
tract  or  agreement,  a  retailer  shall  not,  either 
directly  or  indirectly  or  by  the  means  or  agency 
of  any  other  person,  procure,  enable,  or  assist 
any  person  to  purchase  or  continue  to  purchase 
gasoline  and  (or)  lubricants  from  such  retailer 
or  from  any  other  person  by  giving,  providing, 
offering,  or  promising  in  any  manner  any 
money,  equipment,  property,  gift,  concession, 
allowance,  or  other  benefit  of  any  kind,  includ¬ 
ing  any  concession  as  regards  the  price  of  gaso¬ 
line  and  (or)  lubricants,  and  any  unusual 
credit  terms  which  are  equivalent  to  such  a 
concession. 

(11)  No  wholesaler  shall  supply  gasoline  and 
(or)  lubricants  to  any  retailer  if,  to  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  such  wholesaler,  such  retailer  has  in¬ 
stalled  or  obtained  equipment  in  breach  of  any 
provision  of  this  regulation. 

( 12)  No  wholesaler  or  retailer  shall  advertise 
gasoline  for  sale  by  a  name  other  than  that 
properly  and  legally  applicable  to  the  gasoline 
actually  sold.  Such  name  must  be  a  registered 
trade-mark. 

(13)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  deemed 
to  prevent  any  licensee  from  furnishing  water 
for  radiators  or  air  for  tires  free  of  charge,  or 
from  performing  the  service  of  wiping  off 


wind-shields  or  windows,  dusting  off  hoods,  or 
draining  crank-cases  of  automobiles  free  of 
charge. 

16.  This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  the 
sale  of  gasoline  for  use  in  marine  engines  or 
aircraft  engines. 

17.  The  schedules  herein  referred  to  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  part  of  this  regulation,  and  where 
mining  divisions  are  referred  to  in  Schedule  D 
the  same  shall  be  the  mining  divisions  as  de¬ 
scribed  in  The  British  Columbia  Gazette  on 
October  19th,  1936,  and  May  6th,  1937. 

Regulation  5. 

Prescribing  Temporary  Charge  for  retailing 
Gasoline  in  part  of  Zone  15. 

1.  The  charge  for  retailing  gasoline  on  that 
part  of  the  Alaska  Highway  lying  between 
Camp  Trutch,  being  a  point  on  the  said  high¬ 
way  201  miles  from  Dawson  Creek,  and  Muncho 
Lake  shall  be  10  cents  per  imperial  gallon. 

2.  This  regulation  is  of  a  temporary  nature 
and  is  based  on  special  conditions,  but  until 
amended  or  rescinded  shall  supersede  any  in¬ 
consistent  provisions  contained  in  section  6  of 
Regulation  4. 

Regulation  6. 

A  Regulation  respecting  a  Change  of  Whole¬ 
saler  in  the  Petroleum  Industry. 

1.  No  wholesaler  of  petroleum  products  shall, 
without  first  notifying  the  Board,  supply  such 
products  to  a  wholesaler  or  a  retailer  of  petro¬ 
leum  products  who  is  obtaining  his  supply  of 
petroleum  products  from  another  wholesaler. 

2.  No  wholesaler  or  retailer  of  petroleum 
products  shall  change  his  source  of  supply  of 
petroleum  products  without  first  notifying  the 
Board.

Schedule  C. 

SPECIFICATIONS  FOR  GASOLINE. 

1.  All  gasolines  known  as  “  Premium  ”  or  “  Regular  ” 
shall  meet  the  following  tests  : — 

(a)  Appearance. — The  gasoline  shall  be  clear,  i.e.,  free 
from  undissolved  water  and  suspended  matter. 

(b)  Sulphur. — The  total  sulphur  content  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  0.25  per  cent,  by  weight.  The  test  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  A.S.T.M.  Procedure  D-90. 

(c)  Corrosion. — The  fuel  shall  pass  the  test  for  corro¬ 
sion  in  accordance  with  A.S.T.M.  Procedure  D-130. 

(d)  Freezing-point  (from  October  to  March,  inclusive) . 
— The  freezing-point  of  the  fuel  as  indicated  by  the  initial 
formation  of  solid  matter  shall  not  be  higher  than  minus 
36.6°  C.  (minus  30°  F.).  The  test  shall  be  made  by  cool¬ 
ing  the  sample  in  a  test-tube  equipped  with  a  suitable 
thermometer  and  stirrer,  and  jacketed  by  a  second  test- 
tube,  the  whole  being  immersed  in  a  carbon  dioxide  ether 
mixture. 

(e)  Vapour-pressure. — The  vapour-pressure  of  the  fuel 
shall  not  exceed  10  lb.  per  square  inch  from  April  to  Sep¬ 
tember,  inclusive,  and  13  lb.  per  square  inch  from  October 
to  March,  inclusive.  The  test  shall  be  conducted  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  A.S.T.M.  Procedure  D-323,  except  that  a  vapour- 
pressure  1  lb.  greater  shall  be  permitted  at  the  refinery  or 
at  delivery  from  railway  tank-car. 

(/)  Gum. — The  increase  in  weight  in  the  test  accord¬ 
ing  to  A.S.T.M.  Procedure  D-381  shall  be  limited  to  15 
mg.  per  100  c.c.  Any  increase  in  weight  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  gum.  In  the  case  of  gasolines  stated  to  contain 
top-cylinder  lubricant,  allowance  may  be  made  for  any 
increase  in  weight  due  to  the  presence  of  such  lubricant, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 

2.  Gasoline  known  as  “  Premium  ”  gasoline  shall  meet, 
in  addition  to  the  requirements  of  section  1  hereof,  the 
following  requirements  as  to  distillation  range: — 

Not  less  than  10%  shall  be  recovered  at  155°  F.  ; 

Not  less  than  50%  shall  be  recovered  at  265°  F.  ; 

Not  less  than  90%  shall  be  recovered  at  380°  F. ; 

and  shall  have  an  octane  number  not  less  than  78. 


3.  Gasoline  known  as  “  Regular  ”  gasoline,  shall  have, 
in  addition  to  the  requirements  of  section  1  hereof,  the 
same  distillation  range  as  “  Premium  ”  gasoline  and  shall 
have  an  octane  number  of  not  less  than  68. 

4.  (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsection  (3)  here¬ 
of,  the  method  of  procedure  to  be  used  in  making  the 
above  distillation  tests  for  all  grades  is  that  described  in 
A.S.T.M.  D-86. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsection  (3)  hereof, 
the  octane  number  in  all  cases  is  to  be  determined  by  the 
CFR  motor  method  in  accordance  with  A.S.T.M.  Pro¬ 
cedure  D-357. 

(3)  All  the  tests  shall  be  as  set  forth  in  the  foregoing 
or  by  such  methods  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  National  Research  Council  of  Canada,  un¬ 
less  otherwise  prescribed  by  the  Board. 

5.  (1)  Gasoline  meeting  the  requirements  of  sections  1 
and  2  of  this  schedule  shall  be  known  as  “  Premium  ” 
gasoline. 

(2)  Gasoline  meeting  the  requirements  of  sections  1 
and  3,  but  not  section  2,  of  this  schedule  shall  be  known 
as  “  Regular  ”  gasoline.

of  a  line  running  due  north  from  the  northerly  boundary 
of  said  municipality  through  the  easterly  end  of  McMillan 
Island,  south  of  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  District 
Municipality  of  Maple  Ridge,  the  southerly  shore-line  of 
Pitt  Lake,  and  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  District 
Municipality  of  Coquitlam,  together  with  the  area  west  of 
the  easterly  boundary  of  the  watershed  of  Indian  Arm 
south  of  an  east-and-west  line  through  the  north-east 
corner  of  the  District  Municipality  of  North  Vancouver, 
and  including  property  fronting  on  the  Dewdney  Trunk 
Road  in  the  Municipality  of  Maple  Ridge  for  a  distance 
of  one-half  mile  east  of  the  boundary  of  the  said  Zone  2. 

Zone  3. — Victoria  and  Nanaimo  Mining  Divisions,  ex¬ 
cept  those  portions  in  Zone  1  ;  Vancouver  Mining  Division, 
except  that  portion  in  Zone  2  ;  Skeena  Mining  Division, 
except  that  portion  within  the  Skeena  River  watershed 
above  and  including  the  drainage-basins  of  Zymagotitz 
River  on  the  north  and  Lakelse  River  on  the  south;  to¬ 
gether  with  Alberni,  Clayoquot,  Quatsino,  and  Bella  Coola 
Mining  Divisions. 

Zone  If. — That  portion  of  New  Westminster  Mining  Di¬ 
vision  lying  to  the  west  of  the  easterly  boundary  of  the 
District  Municipality  of  Sumas,  the  westerly  and  north¬ 
westerly  boundaries  of  the  District  Municipality  of  Chilli- 
whack,  the  southerly  production  of  and  the  middle  line  of 
Harrison  River,  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  watershed 
of  Chehalis  River,  south  of  the  easterly  production  of  and 
the  northerly  boundaries  of  the  District  Municipalities  of 
Mission  and  Maple  Ridge,  and  east  of  the  area  described 
in  Zone  2,  except  property  fronting  on  the  West  side  of 
Boundary  Road,  in  the  District  Municipality  of  Sumas, 
to  a  depth  of  500  yards. 

Zone  5. — That  portion  of  New  Westminster  Mining  Di¬ 
vision,  excepting  areas  described  in  Zones  2  and  4,  and 
also  excepting  the  drainage-basin  of  the  Fraser  River  on 
the  south  side,  above  and  including  Wahleach  Creek. 

Zone  6. — That  portion  of  New  Westminster  Mining  Di¬ 
vision  within  the  drainage-basin  of  the  Fraser  River  on 
the  south  side,  above  and  including  Wahleach  Creek  ;  Yale 
Mining  Division,  except  that  portion  east  of  the  Fraser 
River,  north  of  an  east-and-west  line  through  the  mouth 
of  Anderson  Creek. 

Zone  7. — That  portion  of  Yale  Mining  Division  east  of 
the  Fraser  River,  north  of  an  east-and-west  line  through 
the  mouth  of  Anderson  Creek  ;  that  portion  of  Ashcroft 
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Mining  Division  east  of  the  Fraser  River  and  south  of  an 
east-and-west  line  through  the  mouth  of  Sakum  Creek  and 
south  of  Nicola  River. 

Zone  8. — Nicola  and  Similkameen  Mining  Divisions ; 
Ashcroft  Mining  Division,  except  that  portion  described 
in  Zone  7 ;  that  portion  of  Kamloops  Mining  Division 
south  of  the  51st  parallel  of  latitude  and  west  of  the  120th 
meridian  of  longitude. 

Zone  9. — Osoyoos,  Vernon,  Lardeau,  and  Windermere 
Mining  Divisions  ;  that  portion  of  Kamloops  Mining  Di¬ 
vision  south  of  the  51st  parallel  of  latitude  and  east  of 
the  120th  meridian  of  longitude ;  that  portion  of  Revel- 
stoke  Mining  Division  within  the  drainage-basin  of  Eagle 
River  and  the  drainage-basin  of  Columbia  River  below  the 
mouth  of  Martha  Creek  ;  that  portion  of  Golden  Mining 
Division  within  the  drainage-basin  of  the  Columbia  River 
above  the  mouth  of  Blaeberry  River. 

Zone  10. — Greenwood,  Grand  Forks,  Trail  Creek,  and 
Slocan  City  Mining  Divisions ;  Nelson  Mining  Division,
